DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 3-7, 9-12 and 16-25 are allowable. The restriction requirement of species, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 3/17/08, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is 
hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

Claims 5 and 12, directed to specie no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) 
requires all the limitations of an allowable claim.
